Dr. Riley is pastor of one of the 
largest churches in America, the First 
Baptist Church, Minneapolis, Minn., 
with a membership of over 3,000. The 
church has a Sunday School enroll- 
ment of 2,400. He is founder ani 
president of the Northwestern Bible 
School of Minneapolis. The property 
holdings of his Church and School 
stand at a valuation of $1,250,000. 


He is the one who organized the 
Fundamentalist movement, or largely 
so, and he has been the directing head 
from the beginning. He is largely 
responsible for the word, “Fundamen- 
talism,” which has become a household 
word throughout the civilized world.

Should Evolution be taught to boys and girls 
in the High Schools of Kansas? Do tax-payers 
realize this is being done? Shall it continue? 
Will the people of Kansas awaken before it is 
too late and take their stand with Texas, 
Tennessee and other states and demand that 
our children be protected from this subtle 
enemy? 


“The New Biology” 

Now that students have started back 

to school for another school year, all 
over Kansas and indeed, throughout 
the United States, Evolution will be- 
come more deeply entrenched and 
more firmly fixed in the present gen- 
eration of young people than ever 
before. 
_ With reason and logic, the doctrine 
is being presented and our boys and 
girls have no way of knowing that it 
is not supported by truth. 

Only one side of the theory is given 
in the textbooks. It is no use to tell 
the students that they can accept it 
or reject it as they may choose; they 
are given only one side and can do 
nothing but believe what is taught 
them. 

It is impossible for a boy or girl 
to take a High School course in 
biology from the textbooks authorized 
by the state of Kansas and not he 
an evolutionist when through, if the 
student believes what the books teach. 


Of course there are a few High 
School superintendents and teachers 
who do not accept the evolutionary 
hypothesis and do not like to teach it. 
But what can they do when it is in 
the textbooks ? 

I spoke to a superintendent a few 
days ago, who happens to be a mem- 
ber of “The Defenders” about the 
book, “THE NEW BIOLOGY” by 
Smallwood, Reverly and Baily, which 
is used throughout Kansas.

“Youthful Atheists at K. U. Form 
Club to Foster Unbelief.” This is the 
heading of a front-page news item ap- 
pearing in the Kansas City Journal 
Post.

“Spread of atheism in American ed- 
ucational institutions has brought a 
new problem to executives of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. Reports have 
reached them that an organization 
similar to the Damned-Souls Club, 
started at Rochester University, is be- 
ing formed here.

“Tf present responses signify any- 
thing, we should have at least a dczen 
branches functioning by the end of 
the present term,’ he said. 

“Despite the droll name adovted by 
students of the University of Roches- 
ter, they are sincere in establishing a 
branch. Our association will supply 
them with literature and co-operate 
in every way. The members will gov- 
ern themselves, but will be affiliated 
with the national body.

Some people have the mistaken idea 
that it requires a university training 
to get a mind in shape to understand 
and grasp the theory of Evolution. 
This was illustrated recently when a 
group of Christians, made up largely 
of farmers, laborers and unlettered 
laymen, entered a protest against Evo- 
lution as taught in a certain denomin- 
ational school in Kansas. What did 
these people know about Evolution? 
What right had they to object? Who 
gave them permission to think?

Van Loon’s book on science, widely 
used as a reference text-book in 
schools today, contains so many ab- 
surd.ties that it deserves to rank with 
“Grimm’s Fairy Tales,” or “Alice in 
Wonderland” rather than to be ac- 
cepted as a scientific statement of na- 
ture’s operations.

Still others depended upon swimn.ing in 
search of food, and gradually they popu ated 
the ocean. Some of the fishes left the sea and 
le:.rned now to breathe. 

“Some of the reptilian family began to live 
in the tops of trees. hey didn’: need taeir 
legs for the purpose of walking about, but to 
move caer from one brach to another, and 
they changed a part of their skin into a sort 
of a parachute which stretched between the 
sides of their bodies and the small toes of 
their feet.

“The Cuckoo, as is well known, not 
only builds no nest of its own, but 
foists its eggs on other species, and 
has its young reared without trouble 
to itself but to the great detriment 
of the rightful children of the foster 
parents. The story, indeed, is one 
of the most curious in the whole realm 
of natural history, and the facts are 
now becoming better known. Among 
other new evidence, the recent inten- 
sive observations and wonderful cine- 
matograph records of Mr. Edgar 
Chance have placed several points 
beyond doubt. 


“The Cuckoo’s Procedure 

“Tt seems to be the case that each 
female cuckoo has its chosen territory 
cf operations and that deliberate 
choice of nests is made in advance of 
the date of laying. When the time 
for laying comes, the selected nest 
is approached, the cuckon takes an 
egg from the nest in its beak, settles 


f on the nest, lays its own egg, and 


then flies away with the stolen egg, 
which it either eats or drops at a 
distance. The whole maneuver takes 
but a few seconds and may be carried 
out despite the frantic efforts of the 
small and unwilling hosts to drive 
off the intruder. Sometimes the pro- 
cedure varies, for no cuckoo could 
lay in a wren’s nest, for instance, 
and in cases of that kind the egg 
must be laid outside and inserted 
with the beak. The point of principle, 
however, is that the cuckoo certainly 
does not fly about carrying an already 
laid egg and looking for a suitable 
nest to victimize. 


“The Young Cuckoo’s Part

a matter of speculation whether the 
character is hereditary and, if so, in 
what manner. 

“The cuckoo victimizes a large num- 
ber of species as foster parents for 
its young, but all the usual ones are 
small, insectivorous birds. The de- 
gree to which the cuckoo’s egg re- 
sembles the other varies greatly; 
sometimes there is almost a perfect 
match, at least in color, but in other 
cases the similarity is slight or even 
non-existent.” 


Now For The Application 
If the evolutionary hypothesis is 
true, as the modernists contend, then 
without question, they should claim 
the cuckoo for ancestry, for without 
exception, they have retained their 
every trait. 


The Baptist colleges of the North, 
with a single exception, were builded 
by fundamentalists, and the one ex- 
ception is the Chicago University, of 
wh:ch the fundamentalists contributed 
thousands of dollars toward the found- 
ing. I know this to be true, for at 
the time that the appeal was being 
made in its inittal stages, I was nastor 
of the First Baptist Church, Bloom- 
ington, Illinois, and the Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, Chicago, and bvth of 
these churches were appealed to for 
help in starting the new university, 
and rendered assistance, as were Bap- 
tist fundamentalists of all America, 
particularly in the West. 

Now the critics or modernists, with 
the inherited cuckoo predilection, look- 
ed with covetous eyes upon these well 
feathered nests east and west and de- 
cided to lay their eggs in the same; 
and, as the cuckoo bird feeds on the 
eggs of others while producing its 
own, so the higher critics fed upon 
the gifts of fundamentalists during 
the very time they were taking pos- 
session of the institutions founded 
by old time Baptist believers. 

The second thing said by Thompson 
is that the cuckoo does not normally 
lay two eggs in the same nest, the 
purpose of course being to occupy as 
many nests as possible with its off- 
spring. 


Here, again, modernists can justly 
claim cuckoo ancestry. They have 
carefully put at least one egg into 
every college in the Northern Baptist 
Convention, and with true cuckoo in- 
instinct and “villainy” to use the word 
of Professor Thompson, that one, when 
hatched, has proceeded to push the 
other chicks from the nest as fast 
as possible, and if he could not fill 
the same with his own proportions, 
he gave room to his kind to come in 
until they should hold the entire place 
to themselves. In the meantime, they 
have made such open mouthed appeals 
to the foster parents—fundamental- 
ists—to feed them, that thousands of 
dollars have been dragged from our 
easy dupes to meet the “voracity” con- 
tinuously exercised. What could be a 
finer illustration of modernism?

The washerwomen and plain farm- 
ers and shop and office girls, who 
are absolute fundamentalists in their 
faith all over America, have been vic- 
timized into feeding the plethoric pro- 
fessors of infidelity, under the notion 





that since they laid the nest, they 
must take care of all that hatched 
out in the same. That is the basis 
of the whole appeal for “denomina- 
tional support,” “hearty co-operation,” 
“team work” and all the other terms 
used by modernists to keep funda- 
mentalists’ money coming for their 
cuckoo appetites. 


Still further, Thompson tells us that 
“the cuckoo has the ability to lay an 
egg that takes on the color and ap- 
pearance of the chosen foster mother.” 
So is the method of modernism. It 
takes fundamental terms and by dex- 
teriously employing them, makes the 
teaching appear to be akin to that of 
true believers. But the camouflage 
becomes more and more apparent, 
and the essential difference between 
sound teaching and the skepticism 
of modernism is as great as that be- 
tween the egg of the pipit and the 
egg of the cuckoo. 


But as Thompson says, “The de- 
gree to which the cuckoo’s egg re- 
sembles the others ‘varies greatly’; 
sometimes there is almost a perfect 
match, at least in color, but in other 
cases the similarity is slight or even 
non-existent.” 


Even so! There are modernists who 
grow more and more bold and who 
dare even to employ language that 
actually expresses their own mean- 
ing, and when that is done, no har- 
mony whatever is to be found between 
their views and the views of faithful 
believers. Meantime, the ignorant are

character is hereditary and, if so, in 
what manner. 

“The cuckoo victimizes a large num- 
ber of species as foster parents for 
its young, but all the usual ones are 
small, insectivorous birds. The de- 
gree to which the cuckoo’s egg re- 
sembles the other varies greatly; 
sometimes there is almost a perfect 
match, at least in color, but in other 
cases the similarity is slight or even 
non-existent.” 


Now For The Application 
If the evolutionary hypothesis is 
true, as the modernists contend, then 
without question, they should claim 
the cuckoo for ancestry, for without 
exception, they have retained their 
every trait. 


The Baptist colleges of the North, 
with a single exception, were builded 
by fundamentalists, and the one ex- 
ception is the. Chicago University, of 
which the fundamentalists contributed 
thousands of dollars toward the found- 
ing. I know this to be true, for at 
the time that the appeal was being 
made in its initial stages, I was nastor 
of the First Baptist Church, Bloom- 
ington, Illinois, and the Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, Chicago, and beth of 
these churches were appealed to for 
help in starting the new university, 
and rendered assistance, as were Bap- 
tist fundamentalists of all America, 
particularly in the West. 

Now the critics or modernists, with 
the inherited cuckoo predilection, look- 
ed with covetous eyes upon these well 
feathered nests east and west and de- 
cided to lay their eggs in the same; 
and, as the cuckoo bird feeds on the 
eggs of others while producing its 
own, so the higher critics fed upon 
the gifts of fundamentalists during 
the very time they were taking pos- 
session of the institutions founded 
by old time Baptist believers. 

The second thing said by Thompson 
is that the cuckoo does not normally 
lay two eggs in the same nest, the 
purpose of course being to occupy as 
many nests as possible with its off- 
spring. 


Here, again, modernists can justly 
claim cuckoo ancestry. They have 
carefully put at least one egg into 
every college in the Northern Baptist 
Convention, and with true cuckoo in- 
instinct and “villainy” to use the word 
of Professor Thompson, that one, when 
hatched, has proceeded to push the 
other chicks from the nest as fast 
as possible, and if he could not fill 
the same with his own proportions, 
he gave room to his kind to come in 
until they should hold the entire place 
to themselves. In the meantime, they 
have made such open mouthed appeals 
to the foster parents—fundamental- 
ists—to feed them, that thousands of 
dollars have been dragged from our 
easy dupes to meet the “voracity” con- 
tinuously exercised. What could be a 
finer illustration of modernism? 
“Chance’s photographs show a bloated 
young cuckoo sitting on a post, while 
the smaller pipit dutifully feeds him 
while standing on his shoulder.” 

The washerwomen and plain farm- 
ers and shop and office girls, who 
are absolute fundamentalists in their 
faith all over America, have been vic- 
timized into feeding the plethoric pro- 
fessors of infidelity, under the notion 





that since they laid the nest, they 
must take care of all that hatched 
out in the same. That is the basis 
of the whole appeal for “denomina- 
tional support,” “hearty co-operation,” 
“team work” and all the other terms 
used by modernists to keep funda- 
mentalists’ money coming for their 
cuckoo appetites. 


Still further, Thompson tells us that 
“the cuckoo has the ability to lay an 
egg that takes on the color and ap- 
pearance of the chosen foster mother.” 
So is the method of modernism. It 
takes fundamental terms and by dex- 
teriously employing them, makes the 
teaching appear to be akin to that of 
true believers. But the camouflage 
becomes more and more apparent, 
and the essential difference between 
sound teaching and the skepticism 
of modernism is as great as that be- 
tween the egg of the pipit and the 
egg of the cuckoo. 


But as Thompson says, “The de- 
gree to which the cuckoo’s egg re- 
sembles the others ‘varies greatly’; 
sometimes there is almost a perfect 
match, at least in color, but in other 
cases the similarity is slight or even 
non-existent.” 


Even so! There are modernists who 
grow more and more bold and who 
dare even to employ language that 
actually expresses their own mean- 
ing, and. when that is done, no har- 


mony whatever is to be found between . 


their views and the views of faithful 
believers. Meantime, the ignorant are 
being deceived, and the most pathetic 
sight that angels have ever looked 
upon is that of true believers for the 
sake of denominational fealty, feed- 
ing even to the fattening point, the 
children of unbelief and destructive 
criticism, until their denominational 
institutions are almost entirely oc- 
cupied by these fattened infidels.

Recent issues of “The Defender” 
have carried announcements of the 
popular organization incorporated un- 
der the laws of the state of New York 
and organized throughout the United 
States, known as “The American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Atheism.”

: } a plants and animals, including man, 
') there are two doctrines presented, 
'* each opposed to the other, the two so 

_ flatly contradicting each other that 
only one can be true. The Bible 
gives us what is known am-ng scien- 
tists as the “Special Creation” doc- 
trine; each species the result of spe- 
cial creation “in the beginning” and 
each species “bringing forth after its 
kind” down through the ages. 

Opposed to the special creation doc- 
: trine is the doctrine or theory of evo- 
| Iution, which teaches that all life, 
* both animal and plant, originated 
| from one single form and gradually 
evolved from the simplest one-cell 
form of life, step by step from the 
simple to the more complex, from one 
species into other and different species 
and on and on through the ages until 
_ the age of man; man being the high- 
_ est product of Nature’s experimental 
_ workship. 


- Tn the present discussion the term 
| Evolution” is taken to mean the pro- 
' cess of one species evolving from an- 
' other and different species; we are 
_ not using the term in the other mean- 
_ ings of the word, such as “improve- 
_ ment,” “progress,” ete. 
_ Another point we should settle 
' right in the beginning of this discus- 
* sion, if it is to be an intelligent dis- 
cussion, is to define “Species.” I find 
' scientific authors are almost hope- 
lessly at variance on the definition of 
the classification of species. As an 
example of this confusion I will quote 
from several weil known authors, the 
first will be from a book put out by 
the University of Chicago, entitled: 
_ “Readings in Evolution, Genetics, and 
Eugenics,” by H. H. Newman, Prof, 
of Zoology. On page 121 he says: 
“There is no absolute definition for 
the word species. Those individuals 
which agree very closely in structure 
and function belong to the same 
species. There is no absolute test, 
other than the common judgment of 
men competent to decide.” ... . 
The term “species” was thus defined 
by the celebrated botanist, DeCon- 
dolle: “A species is a collection of all 
_ the individuals which resemble each 
other more than they resemble any- 
thing else, which can by mutual fecun- 
dation produce fertile individuals.” 
_ (p. 122.) The black face type is 
mine.) 


- he argument hinges on the proper 
definition of species, for if it can be 
proven that true species can be 
and produce fertile offspring 
_ then evolution is proven a fact. Hence 
the desire of some investigators to 
pat draw the lines too closely in de- 
fining species so there will be no 
trouble to point to examples of fertile 
offspring from crossings, 
Many investigators do this very 
thing. They call our attention to 
what Burbank did; mentioning the 
Plumcot as a “new species” when in 
fact it is merely the blending of types 
of one species—the plum and apricot 
|» —no more difference in species than 
se is between an American and an 
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I will quote from the author who 
called the Plumcot a “new species.” 
You will fird it on page 207 of “New 
' Creations in Plant Life,” “An Au- 

thoratative Account of the Lite and 
' Work of Luther Burbank,” by W. S.. 


(1918). In chapter 
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87 to 100 of this book is a wonderful 
description of the “Pomato,” a cross 
between the potato and tomato, pro- 
ducing “aerial” potatoes; potatoes 
growing above ground on tomato 
vines. On pages 209, 210 the author 
tells of an attempt to cross the rasp- 
berry and strawberry: “A raspberry 
and strawberry were united. Strange 
results developed, but the 
plant was foredoomed, for it bore no 
fruit. Flowers came in abundance, 
indeed, lived their allotted time, and 
dropped to the ground but the only 
fruit, or approach to fruit was a little 
knob where the fruit should have been, 
a very travesty of a berry. Hundreds 
of these plants were grown.” “Hun- 
dreds” of these plants were grown but 
all failed because it was crossing 
species, The laws of reproduction as 
given in Genesis prevails still, every- 
thing shall “bring forth after its 
kind.” 

This author quotes Burbank direct 
on the subject of grafting, page 260: 
“In grafting, care must be taken that 
seed fruits be grafted upon trees 
bearing seed fruits; pit frui‘s upon pit 
fruit. For example, it will not do to 
graft'a plum upon an apple tree, but 
upon another plum tree or upon an 
apricot almond or peach.” 


This shows that Burbank was wise 
to the fact that such work must be 
done “every thing after its kind” just 
as the Author of Genesis said. I 
wrote to Burbank asking him: “How 
is the Pomato reproduced, by eye cut- 
tings as we do the potato, or from seed 
as the tomato? And did you succeed 
in producing a fruit bearing plant by 
crossing the strawberry with the 
raspberry ?” 

I received the following answer: 
“Santa Rosa, California, Sept. 25, 
1925. J. W. Simmons, M. D., Salina, 
Kansas: Dear Sir: I have never 
undertaken to cross the potato with 
the tomato to produce the pomato, 
hat i; newspaper talk. Nor have 1 
succeeded in crossing the strawberry 
and raspberry to produce fruit. Re- 
spectfully yours, Luther Burbank.” 


This is a fair sample of the “proof” 
that evolution has been demonstrated 
in plant life. It is true that Burbank 
produced thornless cactus but it is 
still cactus, just as the seedless 
orange is still an orange, and horn- 
less cattle are still cattle, 

The mule is the nearest example of 
successful crossing of species in the 
animal world and IT IS STERILE; 
as though God said: “Thus far shalt 
thou go but no farther.” 


Let me quote the noted English 
biologist Professor Bateson. Under 
the subject of Zoology, page 788, of 
the 1922 Year Book, New Interna- 
tional Encyclopedia: “We have never 
seen species come into existence and 
do not know how they arise.” Now 
let me quote from an article by Ver- 
non Kellogg, entitled: “Some Things 
Science Doesn’t Know,” in World’s 
Work, March, 1926: He says, on 
page 525: “There seems to be no 
doubt that mutations can and do give 
~jse to new forms. But up to the 
present time they have been noted to 
occur in no such wholesale way as to 
make them satisfactory as a full ex- 
planation of species forming. If they 
constituted the only, or even the 
principle, basis of the origin of 
species we ought to see thousands 
more of them among 
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absolute proof of organic evolution.”

Is It Fair? 


By Rev. J. A. Witmer, D. D., Presbyterian Pastor, Emporia, Kansas 
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(Editor’s Note: During the last 
school year the tax-payers of Kan- 
sas were obl:ged to pay large salaries 
for two outstanding evolutionists who 
lectured a week-at the State Teacher’s 
College, of Emporia. Prof. H. H. 
Newman, zoologist of Chicago Uni- 
versity and Prof. Elwood of Missouri 
University were the speakers. Prof. 
Newman is one of the evolutionists 
who gave the most extended testi- 
mony favoring Evolution at the 
Scope’s trial. 

Dr. Witmer, the writer of the fol- 
lowing article attended the lectures 
and says that one of the men was 
more atheistic and abusive concerning 
things religious than the other, but 
both openly opposed the principles of 
revealed religion by hammer:ng Evo- 
lution into the minds of the students. 
Dr. Witmer could not refrain a pro- 
test at the time and his statement 
was published in an Emporia news- 
paper, extracts from which are quoted 
below.) 

Is it fair? May be an honest ques- 
tion to ask in connection with the 
“revival” of evolution now in pro- 
gress at the State Teachers College, 
in Emporia. The question is not— 
Do you like it? Is it the truth? Does 
it coincide with our fathers’ views of 
the Bble? BUT THE QUESTION IS 
SIMPLY THIS—IS IT FAIR? Let 
us see. 

My ears already. burn for I can 
hear some one say “ignorant fool”, 
and hiss-contempt at me like a ser- 
pent in the fence corner. But never. 
theless “We must be open minded,” 
as Dr. Elwood of Missouri Univer- 
sity, said the other day in an inter- 
view with the writer. Let us be fa‘r 
and open minded—which is just what 
evolutionists do not want us to be. 

Let me ask, IS IT FAIR for our 
state department of education to re- 
quire teachers to take evolution be- 
fore granting a certificate, regardless 
of how well prepared that one may 
be to teach? Is it fair to have state 
colleges propagate, dogmatically, evo- 
lution at the expense of the gentle 
taxpayer? Is it fair that these so- 
called, wise men should stand before 
our young folks and in conflicting 
stories tell them the whole progress 
of civilization hinges on evolution, for 
verily they say that what thev be- 
lieve today, was not thought of ten 
years ago and what they believe may 
not be accepted tomorrow—(So Dr. 
Elwood told us in an interview)— 
and yet they declare themselves 
scientists and that their “fairy tales 
of the dragons,” living many millions 
of years ago are based on facts, in- 
fallible facts—is it fair? 

I was asked to report what I learn- 
ed at the lectures at the State Teach- 
er’s College. 


What I learned in fact, attending 
the lectures, could be nearly summed 
up by saying nothing. My strength 
was increased in my belief that the 
whole thing is a hum-bug. I was dis- 
appointed. I have read considerable 
and listened to some ordinary profes- 
sors, but really was disappointed in 
these “big” fellows. 


Dr. Newman of course expects char- 
ity at the hands of anti-evolutionists 
but he had a good laugh on the na- 
tives of Tennessee. He stated that 
Tennessee is rich in foss:]-beds, bones 
which belong to animals extinct to- 
day. Since evolution depends entirely 


upon dry bones they asked the Ten- 
nesseeians how they account for these 
fossils. Some said they were “prac- 
tice pieces,’ that before the Creator 
made the various an.mals he experi- 
mented and these were those He prac- 
ticed on. While he stated others 
would say “they were placed there 
by the Devil to deceive people.” 

While the gentleman from M. U. 
states that there was no creation at 
all—that all animals including man 
are the result of mutation—that we 
all came from the same tree, that 
fossils of extinct animals are “de- 
generates” (fallen fruit of the tree 
of l.fe)—they would not evolve of 
themseives—and the power of evolu- 
tion could not make them. Dr. Elwood 
would also tell us that God is not a 
Creator, but an unfolding, (wouldn’t 
that be a beautiful prayer, O! Great 
and Powerful Unfoilding—we beseech 
‘Lhee to unfold). 

The Doctor also tells us that it took 
God or Nature 300,000,000 years to 
create man. (He said in an interview 
that he accepted the Bible and be- 
lieved in God—just what kind of a 
God I don’t know.) “Of course,” he 
states, “in all of-this there are many 
diff.culties’—and he rightfully de- 
fined religion in the words of a clergy- 
man—“ihere can be no_ conflict 
between religion and science for they 
are both truth”; yet he goes on tell- 
ing students that the theory of evo- 
lution is a science. 

We would glean from the learned 
gentleman that all lower forms of 
animal life have reached their lim.t 
because of satisfaction and content- 
ment, while man went on, all from the 
same tree of life. All had equal 
chance, all under the same law of 
evolution. The only thing that made 
a man and not an ass, and an ass 
an ass and not a man, was content- 
ment on one side and discontent- 
ment on the other side. So when you 
sce a discontented ass you might say, 
never mind assy you will be a man 
some day—after mill.ons of years, 
and when you see a contented man, 
you might say look out fellow, you 
wiil degenerate into an ass. ; 

But we are told that physical evo- 
lution has stopped, we aie now look- 
ing forward to the mental, social and 
cultural. Dr. Elwood didn't say any- 
thing about the spiritual. What I 
want to know is by what laws evo- 
lution started—who stopped it, and 
why? Yet some evolutionists tell us 
that we have lost >t are in the act 
of losing nearly « vestiges—(Dr. 
Newman). But if w. ave lost or are 
in the act of losing—.and evolution 
means up or down or any change-- 
how can Dr. Elwood say physical evo- 
lution has stopped? 


Is it fair to have these men, or any 
men, in our public schools where stu- 
dents of all faiihs come, get up and 
ridicule the “faith of our fathers,” 
make fun of those who believe the 
Bible, or believe in other religion, and 
brand them as having “pre-scientific 
belief.” (That is what Dr. Elwood 
did.) To you who hold to Christian 
belief may I ask: What in your opin- 
ion is the mental attitude and spir- 
itual feeling of young people after 
listening a week, or four years, tu 
men ridicule the B.ble, the faith in 
which they were trained, when God 
is reduced to laws of nature, when

Later, a considerable study of skel- 
etons is developed. Reference is made 
again and again to the supposed re- 
semblance between animal skeletons 
and organs with those of man. A con- 
stant comparison of man and animals — 
is made throughout the book. 


From Plant to Man 

After a brief study of flowers, trees 
and vegetables, the book brings the 
student back to water-animals. The 
similarity of various forms of plant 
life to such simple animals as gonium, 
volvax and sponge is stressed. The 
thought to be conveyed doubtless is 
that in all probability, millions of 
years ago, plants evloved into these 
simple weter-animals thus crossing

The teaching on heredity and im- 
provement of plants and animals by 
breeding opens the way in guarded 
terms for an endless amount of teach- 
ing on evolutionary development and 
“selective breeding” in the future.

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Bishop Berry 
Deplores Growth 
of Modernism 


To hear of a Bishop in the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church North deploring 
the gradual but certain growth of 
Modernism in the denomination is 
something that will make many pas- 
tors and laymen to rejoice. 

Methodism grows more and more 
modernistic each year. Its leaders 
have been determined to keep down 
controversy and to have peace at any 
price; it has peace; and that isn’t all 
it has. It has Modernism and Evolu- 
tion. 

By the constant demands for “peace, 
harmony and tolerance” the great 
forces within the denomination that 
are still advocating the things for 
which Wesley stood as recorded in the 
Articles of Religion, have been kept 
in silence. 

“The powers that be” are keeping 
many a pastor from expressing his 
real _ convictions. Consequently, 
Methodism has had no outstanding 
leaders like Riley, Norris and Straton 
in the Baptist Church, or Matthews 
and Bryan in the Presbyterian Church, 
to accept the challenge of the evolu- 
tionists that control practically every 
school and important department in 
the denomination today. 

For these reasons, the statement 

iven below from Bishop Joseph F. 
Secry will be refreshing to many. It 
will cause many a Methodist preach- 
er to take new hope. These remarks 
of the Bishop are quoted from the 
Pentecostal Herald which in turn took 
them from a press report some time 
ago. If they were not believed to be 
true, they would not be printed in 
these pages. Of course, the abso'ute 
truthfulness of press reports of this 
kind cannot be vouched for. The re- 
port follows: 

“Methodism has no great thelogi- 
cal controversies like those which have 
shaken the Presbyterian, Baptist and 
Protestant Episcopal churches,” Bish- 
op Joseph F. Berry said Friday, “be- 
cause there are no great fundamental- 
ist leaders to challenge the overgrow- 
ing propaganda of the modernists. 

a Peace, reigns in American Meth- 
odism,’ says the bishop, ‘because there 
are no intellectual giants on the con- 
servative side to stem the advancing 
tide of modernism.’ 


“Some who do accept the gauge of 
battle in behalf of the ‘old-time reli- 
gion,’ he asserts, are ‘narrow, intol- 
erant and vituperative.’ They have 
‘a small and somewhat fanatical fol- 
lowing,’ but are not the type of lead- 
ers whom intelligent Methodists will 
follow. 


“Trend Toward Modernism. 

“Giving his statement the signifi- 
cant caption, ‘Why We Have Peace,’ 
Bishop Berry says that Methodism in 
1924 shows ‘an unmistakable trend to- 
ward modernism.’ In former years, 
he says, the ‘radical groun’ consisted 
of ‘a few college and theological pro- 
fessors, a half dozen church editors 
and a number of immature and decla- 
matory youths,’ but all that is changed. 
The ‘liberal bloc’ has greatly enlarged 
and ‘has in its present membership a 
large number of young pastors and 
some of the most outstanding leaders 
of the denomination.’ He adds that 
they are ‘alert, aggressive and re- 
sourceful’, and generally put in one of 
their own number when ‘a college 
president is chosen or a commanding 
pulpit is supplied.’ 

“ ‘Meanwhile, what are our conserv- 
ative friends doing?’ asked the bishop. 
‘They are asleep at the switch. They 


DR. NEWMAN OF CHICAGO UNI- 
VERSITY AND DOWNRIGHT 
DISHONESTY

Dr. Newman of the Chicago Uni- 
versity is one of the men who was per- 
mitted to testify as a zoological spe- 
cialist in the Scopes trial. Following 
the same, he wrote a book, in which 
he said: “The member of the State 
Legislature responsible for the 
draughting of the Tennessee Anti-Ev- 
olution Bill is said to have regretted 
his part in the passage of that mea- 
sure when, for the first time, he 
learned that the Bible was a transla- 
tion and wa_ not originally written 
in English. This mistaken idea of the 
Bible is doubtless prevalent among the 


less educated adherents of funda-. 


mentalism. It is indeed unfortunate 
that so many peovle have made the 
Bib'e a fetish. Bible worshiv of this 
kind is an insidious kind of idolatry.” 

“When the attention of the Hon. J. 
W. Butler, the author of the Tennes- 
see Anti-evolution Bill, was called to 
Dr. Newman’s statement, he prompt- 
ly wrote the following letter: 


“ ‘Chicago, II. 
“‘Prof, Horatio Hackett Newman. 
“ Dear Sir: 

“‘A friend informs me that you 
have written a book on “The Gist of 
Evolution” and that on page 22 is 
this statement, “The member of the 
State Legislature responsible for 
draughting the Tennessee Anti-evolu- 
tion Bill is said to have regretted his 
part in the passage of that measure 
when, for the first time, he learned 
that the Bible was a translation and 
was not originally written in Eng. 
lish.” This statement above is abso- 
lutely false. If you have made such 
a statement as the above, I ask you 
to publicly retract such statement and 
send a copy to me and also the Nash- 
ville Tenesseean.

It was 
made in good faith by me as it came 
to me from several people I met at 
Dayton in whom I have confidence, 
Note that my statement “is said tc 
have regretted his part, etc.” This is 
literally true as it came to me. I can 
not retract the statement as made but 
I am glad that I was misinformed 
about you.

do not seem to even know what is go- 
ing on.

And no group of 
commanding ability has yet attempted 
to marshal the forces that would es- 
teem it a privilege and a duty to make 
war upon what they believe to be an 
invasion of the church by the forces 
of error.’ 

“Methodism has no trouble over 
her theology. From present appear- 
ances she is not likely to have. We 
have quietly acquiesced in the unmis- 
takable trend of the times and are 
reveling in the luxury of perfect theo- 
logical peace.’ ”

To this the Hon. Mr. Butler replied 
as follows: 
“Dear Sir: 

“Your letter of May the 12th to 
hand in which you say you can not re- 
tract the statement regarding me. You 
say the statement came to you from 
several people you met at Dayton. You 
will please give me the names and ad- 
dresses of these people whom you 
claim made this statement to you and 
do so at once.

Dr. Newman replied as follows: 
“Dear Sir: 

_ “*Your peremptory tone is hardly 
justified and accomplishes nothing.

AllI can say is the statement to which 
you object was generally circulated 
about that defense headquarters at 
the Scopes’ trial. Just who first made 
the statement to me I have forgotten, 
but it was generally talked about.

A Correction 
and Comment 


An exposure of “Modernism in In- 
dia,” appeared in the August Defend. 
er. The article was written by Wat- 
kin R. Roberts of the Northeast India 
General Mission, Inc. It informed 
a great many Christian laymen of 
various denominations that the money 
they give to foreign missionary work 
is used largely to support men, wo- 
men and schools that have departed 
from the Faith. The article came as 
a shock to many readers. 

After the August number had been 

put on the press, a letter was re- 
ceived from Mr. Roberts, wherein he 
asked that a correction in his manu- 
script be made. He wanted one sen- 
tence corrected to read: “It is safe to 
say that there is not a single interde- 
nom-national Bible School or Theo- 
logical College of importance in the 
whole of the Indian Empire, where 
the Bible is accepted and taught as 
the infallible Word of God.” 
_ Through error, the two words “of 
importance” were left out of his manu- 
script. It was too late to make the 
correction. Readers will take note of 
it now. 

This correction also answers a letter 
from Rev. C. Zehnder of Hoisington, 
Kansas, which reads as follows: 

“Dear Editor: 

“In the August issue of The De- 
fender there is an article treating 
“Modernism in India.” Permit me to 
take exception to the following state- 
ment: ‘It is safe to say, etc. (Quoted 
above).’ 

“In 1924 a Luthern Theological 
Seminary was launched into existence 
and while still of humble pretensions, 
it nevertheless remains a Theological 
Seminary.
